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of trustees at the same time and place of their last meeting, until 
they shall otherwise direct. 

SEC. 5. The trustees shall have power-- 
1. To elect a president, secretary and treasurer out of their 

own body, and to fill vacancies in the board of trustees. 
- 2. To sell, lease, mortga-, or otherwise dispose of any of the 
property helontang to said corporation, and to acquire or purchase 
any real, persotial or mixed property, in such manner as they shall 
deerti most conducive to the interests of said academy, but in no 
ease shall said trustees contract debts beyond the annual income 
of said corporation without the consent. of the stockholders own-
ing two thirds of the stock. 

3. To direct and prescribe the course of study and discipline 
to be observed in said academy. 

SEC. 6. The stockholders shall have power to prescribe the 
duties and fix the term and salaries of all the officers of said cor-
poration except as herein otherwise provided ; to remove or sus-
pend them from office and appoint others in their places ; and to 
call special meetings of said stockholders by putting up three writ-
ten or printed notices of the same, in three of the most public 
places of said village, and a majority, or if not a majority present, 
then those owning a. major part of the stock shall constitute a 
quorum and be competent to act. 

SEC. 7. This act may be amended or repealed by any future 
legislature.
